Concord 
immediately. 


The senator broached the matter to 
the department of agriculture before 
leaving Washington, and has urged 
the matter

home for the summer. On Tuesday 
he received a tetter from. Secretary 
Wilson under "date *>t August 22, which 
conveyed the intelligence that the re- 
quest of the senator had been grant- 
ed. In his letter the secretary saysr 


"I have considered toe matter of 


establishing a weather bureau station 
at Concord, in accordance with your 
wishes. It is difficult 
for us to ac- 


complish this, on account of the fact 
that our money is hardly sufficient 
for the purpose. However, I havq di- 
rected the chief of the weather bur- 
eau to make such curtailment in other 
directions as is necessary to open_the 
station at Concord, as I believe that 
a station at this place would be of 
much use to the weather service and 
would not only give, the 
people of 


New Hampshire a better distribution 
of weather reports, but materially aid 
the Boston forecaster in making pre- 
dicitons for New England."

The normal secretion of the orifice 


«f the ear Is fhejiroduct of glands 
situated In the oatA* half of the cacal 
only. This secretion—the cerumen, or 
ear wax—is slonly j>oured rroui tne 
gland ducts as a thin, yellowish liquid. 
As It quickly louts a large amount o? 
Its watery elements by evaporation 
and becomes admixed with dust II 
forms a thin layer. wajJike In color 
and consistency, which iioriaallr cor 
ers only the outer rorr'on of the caaol 
that In which the glands are !<H-aicd. 


This layer of material probably b::> 


Its chief function, in common with the 
few small AaJrs In the same locudou. 
In protecting the vibratory membrane 
—the drum—from the contact of dust. 


It Is interesting to observe that the 


exit of this layer of wax is accom- 
plished by nature chiefly with the aid 
of the motion communicated to tho 
ear canal by the movement of the juw 
In chewing and talking. & notion read- 
ily felt by touching the orifice witli 
the finger tip during these processes. 
The constant Increase of the secretion 
Is therefore provided with a corre- 
sponding loss, which takes piece almost 
as imperceptibly, as the constant loss 
of the superficial layer of the skin froni 
the surface of the body. 


Tb^s explanation serves to make 


clear why the use of ear spoons, plus 
or hairpins is unnecessary. The use 
of such objects Is not only supcrllu 
ous. but It is often the cause of the 
very condition which those who use- 
them would prevent 


Even too rigorous washing with n 


twisted cloth or sponge, for example, 
may' result In pushing the wax back 
Into the canal until a mass sufficient 
to block the entire opening is accump 
lated. 


The first Intimation of the "presence 


of impacted wax is often the sudden 
occurrence of ~a considerable degree of 
deafuess. This is most likely to hap 
pen on a damp day or just after or dur- 
ing a bath. A slight amount of mois- 
ture causes the mass to swell so that 
the narrow-chink previously existing 
between the mass and the canal is 
closed. If It is not now removed, the 
mass may shrink and the hearing pow- 
er be temporarily restored, only to be 
lost again when conditions arise caus- 
ing an increase In the size of the mass. 


Firm, gentle syringing with warm 


water from a piston ear syringe Is usu- 
ally regarded as the safest and best 
method of removing the mass, the 
handling of which had better be In- 
trusted to a physician or trained nurse. 
If possible.—Youth's Companion.

All the lafloence and financial re- 


soarces of the Chicago Federation of 
Labor will be employed to ferret oof 
and prosecute tn&iuen who are alleged 
to be selling the roannfacturing Inter- 
ests reports of the Inner workings of 
local trades onions, their full plans and 
tola! biivngth. This more baa been 
decided upon by Uie central body. 


The plot, which the leaders claim 


extends into every trade, was brought 
up by the brass moldera, fifteen of 
whose members were recently indicted 
for conspiracy. It created a furore. 
Charges were made against the Illi- 
nois Manufacturers' association and 
the Western Electric company and 
against the J. K. Turner Detective 
agency of Cleveland and Chicago. 


•The brass moldera' union has the 


names of sixty spies in their trade 
alone." said Business Agent Jacob 
Johnson of that organization. "The 
men who swore that members of our 
union were engaged in a conspiracy 
to beat up nonunion men were spies on 
as. and we can prove it. There Is not 
a labor body in this city that is safe. 
We are feeling the influence of these 
reports every day, and we must fight. 
I believe that the Manufacturers' as- 
sociation Is still at this game. We 
know that the Western Electric com- 
pany is and that the J. K. Turner 
agency has men in every craft." 


"We must stop it," said Fred G. 


ETopp, financial secretary of the fed- 
oration. "When rumors get afloat that 
men are paid $500 for assaults and the 
charges are preferred by spies. It Is 
time we took a hand in it This Is a 
serious matter, and I move that the 
cxecuthe board of the federation bo 
empowered to use all the time and 
money of the federation to bring the 
guilty parties to the penitentiary." 


The motion was passed with cheers, 


and active work of investigation will 
begin at once. The list of spies now 
In the hands of the brass molders will 
be used as a basis for action. This 
waa obtained through the confession 
of a man at Dayton, O.

If not, they should ac- 
cept the proposition for an Impartial 
adjudication of the dispute and thus 
open the way to a general resumption. 
;It is the operator's business to mine 
coal. What is the duty of the Asso- 
ciated Mine Workers? That is just aa 
clear. They have determined that 
members of the association shall not 
work until the operators agree to an 
adjustment of rates and rules, and 
they have based their order of suspen- 


i sion on the belief that the mines can- 
not be worked by nonunion labor. If 
this is true and they by abstaining 
from work can compel the operators to 
make terms wltli them, they are en^ 
tirely within their right, and public 
sympathy will be generally In thalr fa- 
vor.—Philadelphia Times.

PLANS FOR WAR GAME. 


Details of the Joint Army and Navy 


Maneuvers. 


After a conference between the ar- 


my and navy ofilcials it has been de- 
cided to make public a comprehensive 
statement of the features of the great 
war game to begin on Friday, so that 
the public may be in a position, to 
judge almost as well as the technical 
men of the merits of the performance 
of both sides. This is a variation of 
the original program, which it -has 
been thought well to make in view 
of the public interest in the approach- 
ing maneuvers, and the apparent dan- 
der of considerable misunderstanding 
as to the purposes of the respective 
commanders. Of course, the 
state- 


ment will not disclose any of the fea- 
tures of the projects which would 
make either side aware of the purposes 
of the other and thus deprive the 
affair of interest. 


Admiral Higginson will soon sub- 


mit to the navy department an elab- 
orate written report upon the results 
of the chase of the white squadron 
by the North Atlantic squadron, which 
ended Sunday. For obvious reasons 
such parts of this report as treat of 
any imperfections developed will prob- 
ably be withheld from publication. In 
the meantime the official report of the 
affair is confined to the brief telegram 
already published from Commander 
Pillsbury announcing his surrender 
and a dispatch from Admiral Higgin- 
son telling of the disposition1 he had 
made of the vessels engaged In the 
chase. 


Naval officers say that while the 


capture of the white squadron seemed 
to be a foregone conclusion owing to 
the discrepancy between the twosqua- 
dons in strength, yet this chase has 
had Instructive and important results.

A GREAT PEACH CROP 


•TMAT WHICH GREW AROUND NEW 


YORK IN THE YEAR 1679.

Books of travel usually contain a 


va»t amount of matter that Is unim- 
portant and a good deal that Is untrue, 
besides not a little that & uninterest- 
ing, and the old travelers who wrote 
about their voyages to Xew York fur- 
Jiitilud few exceptions to the rule. 


Tantalizing, therefore, is the diary of 


an observer who visited these shores 
In 1079; who had a reportorial Instinct 
for the important, the true and the In- 
teresting; whose Journeys covered the 
entire territory now known as tbe 
Greater New York: who wrote fully 
and graphically of all he saw, and 
wbose observations have all come down 
to us, with the exception of some thir- 
ty pases describing New York city at 
the time of his visit. 
Exactly that 


which would now be most valuable Is 
lost; but, from what remains, we can 
learn a good deal about the New York 
of those days. 


Jaspar Dankers is the writer wbose 


impressions of Xew i'ork have thus 
been lost to the world, and in what 
has been preserved of his writings the 
chief thing that forces its attention up- 
on the reader is the magnitude of the 
peach crop in these parts during the 
year of his visit. He \vas a religious 
enthusiast, tbe leader of the Labadists. 
a sect that flourished briefly on tbree 
continents toward the close of the sev- 
enteenth century, and his voyage com- 
panion . was a minister of the same 
sect. 


But there Is little of this in Ms diary, 


against a great deal of what they r*o 
and drank, and on occasions when 
they went to the 'Jlttle church in the 
fort where the custom bouse is now 
the fact is mentioned with some apolo- 
gies, one service being attended "in or- 
der to avoid scandal and for other rea- 
sons" and others because "my com- 
panion Is endeavoring to learn the lan- 
guage." 


But on the very day of their arrival 


in New York, Sept 23, 1679. we begin 
,to,hear of the eatables and drinkables, 
especially the peaches. 


'•He first took us to the bouse of one 


of his friends, who welcomed him and 
us and offered us some of the fruit of 
the country, very fine peaches and full 
grpwn" apples, which filled our hearts 
with thankfulness to God. Tbis fruit 
was expeedingly fair and good and 
pleasant to the taste, much better than 
that in Holland or elsewhere, though 
I believe our long fasting and craving 
:fojT| fotjd made it so agreeable. After 
taking a glass of madeira we proceed- 
ed. As \ve walkpd, along we saw hi 
different gardens trees full of apples 
of, various kinds and so laden with 
peaches and other( fruit that one might 
doubt whether there were more leaves 
or fruit on them. I have never seen in 
Europe in the best seasons such an 
overflowing abundance. When we fin- 
ished our tour and had given our 
guides several letters to deliver, we 
returned to his father-in-law's. He re- 
^galed, Us in the evening with milk, 
whicfc refreshed us much. We had so 
many peaches apt before us that we 
iwerfe timid about eating them, though 
we experienced no ill effects from 
them." 


And the next day, Sunday, the rec- 


ord opens with this: 


"I was surprised on waking to find 


my comrade had already dressed him- 
self and breakfasted upon peaches." 


So it went every day. Toward the 


end of the week they crossed the ferry 
.(for -less than half a cent apiece) to 
Long Island, where the people inad,B> 
them "very welcome, sharing with its 
bountifully 
whatever 
thoy bad, 


-whether it was milk, cider, fruit or to; 
bacco, and especially, first and most of 
all, miserable rum, which had been 
brought from Barbados and which Is 
called by the Dutch 'kill-devil.! These 
people are very fond of it, and most of 
them extravagantly so. although it Is' 
very dear and has a bad taste." 


But on Long Island, as elsewhere, 


the peaches were as good as tbe rum 
was bad. 


"It is impossible to tell bow many 


peach trees we passed, all laden with 
fruit to breaking down and many of 
them actually broken down. We came 
to a place surrounded with such trees 
from which so many had fallen off 
that the ground could not be discerned 
and you could not put your foot down 
without trampling them, and notwith- 
standing such large quantities had 
fallen off the trees still were as full 
as they could bear. The hogs and 
other animals mostly feed on them." 


The peaches in Harlem were as plen- 


tiful and still more delicious. 
When 


they went up to the north end of Man- 
hattan island, we find this notice: 


"Before we left (Harlem) we did not 


omit supplying ourselves with peaches, 
which grew in an orchard along the 
road. The whole ground was covered 
with them and with apples, lying upon 
tbe new grain with which the orchard 
was planted. The peaches were the 
most delicious we had yet eaten." 


But they need not have taken tho 


precaution mentioned, for even after 
crossing Spuytcn Dnyvll they found 
more peaches than ever. 


"Wo en mo to a road which was en- 


tirely covered with peaches. We asked 
the boy ufiy they left them lie there 
•ad did not let the hog» cat them. 
II* answered: 'We do not know what 
to do with them, there nro so many. 
Tho*hogs are Mtlated with them and 
will not ent any more.' From thta w« 
M*y Judge of the quantity of them."— 
U. H. N. In New York Mull and Kit-

Outdoor Shelter—Gra»» Shacks ana 


Bamboo Tc-peex—SidarrU. 


Roof gardens and cozy corners are 


well enough for town, but spending 
one's days out of dojrs is this t.easou'8 
fad, although in some sections ot the 
country Jupiter riuvlus has greatly in- 
terfered -\vith the ptcgi-uuimc. All the 
accessories are to be iiad for a consid- 
eration, and the New York Herald tells 
what some of them are, as follows: 
| 


Many na\ e already supplied them-' 


selves -with grass shacks,, or tepees, 
made of straw au<] Vamboo, and this 
summer the most i-ivitiug \ineclad 
summer house will have no attractions 
which can compete with the out of t 
doors shelter. The tenth, or shack*,,, 
are extremely light and therefore easy 
to ,move about on the lauii. Cue of j 
the chief delights of this outdoor exist- j 
euce is that each daj a change must' 
be made In the location of the shelter. 


An excellent luwu structure and one 


which is easily put up is that made of 
sidarris. First there is a square frame 
cf bamboo laid upon lorn- bamboo up- 
rights, and across the top is fastened 
one of these oriental curtains. Each 
side is also covered •with a sid.irri, and 
these are so arranged that one, two or 
all may be rolled quite to the top with- 
out much trouble. 


Sidarris are made of very flue hori- 


zontal strips of bamboo woven togeth- 
er with grass, and, while they are suf- 
ficiently heavy to sene as a screen 
from the sun, they possess the great 
advantage of admitting air. They are 
so woven that one is practically in the 
open air without being made uncom- 
fortable. 


The grass tufted earth serves as a 


carpet, though some furniture must be 
brought out to arlve the shelter a hab- 
itable appearance. lUankets arc nec- 
essary, for occasionally the ground is 
too damp to sit upon without somo 
such protection. Tillo^ s will also add 
to the general comfort, and a nap In 
the open air on one of these is the per- , 
fection of summer joys. 


the average chiltl or aauit tire maxi- 
mum of benefit is obtained by not more 
than one-half hour per week—five min- 
utes every day or ten minutes on alter- 
nate days—and, further, if after thor- 
ough rubbinfi, down there remains a 
feeling of lassitude, an inclination to 
lie down or the desire for a stimulant 
the tune must be shortened to that 
point at which, after the bath, the 
bather exhibits a full reaction and a 
desire to resume his play or occupation 
immediately.
